2006 IRS Research Conference 
 
The 2006 IRS Research Conference will highlight new research on tax 
compliance and administration, and will facilitate dialogue among IRS 
researchers, IRS and state tax administrators, tax experts from other countries, 
academic researchers, Federal agencies, and private sector experts.   
 
The 2006 Conference will be held June 14 and 15 at the Hart Auditorium of the 
Georgetown University Law Center. Hart Auditorium is located in McDonough 
Hall, at 600 New Jersey Avenue, N.W., about two blocks west of Union Station in 
Washington D.C.

There will also be a panel discussion on Compliance and Administrative
